1, Independent of specific military fucilities, installations, or oper=
E ating notivities which oonstitute physical operating requirements in
givon aroas it is ossential that executive agrevments (either bilatoral
%ﬁ or multilateral) provide for cortaln foaturos aifectlng 1mplemuntut10n
of such agrooments,.

\2. In genoral, the procodents ostablished in having formalizod agreemaents
with sovoral countries provide a somewhat standardized basis as to the draft-
ing of such items., Such standurdization is desirable and should be followed:
whorever practicable.  However, experionco has indiocated that thore ars
usually sevoral items, not necessarily the seame items, whoreln aach country
may d031ro to depart from the precise wording as applied in other countrios
and require particular provisions peculiar to the individuel agreement.
Furthor, a great deal of progress has been acocomplishaed within the NATO
to reach agreement es to cortain common subjeots such as jur isdiotion of
military porsonnel, etc. Thoso multilateral provisions wherd mutually
agreod upon at NATO levol must be adhored to in agreements between coun-
tries which have beun parties to thao drafting of such items at NATO level,
Exemination is ossential in each iunstance to vority if tho country ooncernod
has agroed to particular multilateral items,.

8¢ A preamblu or statemont as to the basis or authority from whieh
the. now agreement stems, ond tho purpose of the agreemont, This ig an oxw
trmaely important part of the agrooment. For oxample, if there is refer-
ende to the NATO in the preamble, the possibility that the rights aequired
undor the agreoment might be limitod to use in connection only with the
deferse of the North Atlantlc ‘Aroe;, must be recognizod. This is partlcu-
larly important in thosa cases whero the now agroomont is superceding an
agrosment which may have had some othar objective than that contained in
tho North Atlantio Allianca.' '

(1) NOTE: ' Incident to tho Ioolundlc negotiations, the reluctanco
of tho Ioelandlc uovernmont to erter into an agroomont effective for the
durution of NATO rusulted 1n establlshmunt of e polloy whloh has baon
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confirmed as a standard to be followed in-negotiating with other countries,
Briofly,; it providos for 3 degrcoes of acceptability as appliad to termin-
ation of agreements with NATO membor nations as follows:

implementation of NATO plans. Such agroomonts should QNOOMPASS acooss
rights in any oase where doep-water shipping facilities are not an inte-
gral part of the projected base and should specify the basis upon which
the costs, ineluding the maintenanco costs for roads, railroads, otc.,
necossary for access, are to be apportionod. '

(b) Suoh agroement should continuo in effoot until tho Council
detormines that the military operating roquirements and facilities providod
therein are no longer necossary for the mutual defonss of Membor Nations
contomplated by tho North Atlantie ITroaty. In any agrocment for longetorm
military rights provision must bo made, within the scopo of tho basic QLT OO
mont, for oxpansion and augmentation as hecessitatod by changing conditiens
end roquirements by nogotiations at o sorvice-to~sorvice lavel, under the
coordination of tho appropriato commander undor tho Joint Chief's of Staff,

(¢) In negotianting for ANY agroamont, tho following rights
should bo sought frem all NATO countries:

5, Right to baso appropriate units in the countrios COiwm
corned as required by the ourrant world situation, and in conformance with
